Bid To Visit Israel

NEW YORK (NJP)—Lessing J. Rosenwald left New York! 
last week on a hurried trip to Israel at the invitation of Prime | 
Minister David Ben-Gurion, with the Israel Consulate in New 


York and the American Council 
edge of the trip. 

Leaving with his wife from 
Idlewild airport aboard TWA 
for Rome, where they spent one 
night before going on to Israel, 
Mr. Rosenwald had a last-min- 
ute interview with a POST re- 
porter, but would not disclose 
any further reasons for his trip 
than that he was invited by the 
Prime Minister. 


THE INVITATION extended 
to Rosenwald through Ambas- 
sador Abba Eban hurdled the 
problem of the State Depart- 
ment’s prohibition against Unit- 
ed States citizens visiting Mid- 
dle Eastern countries. This prob- 
lem and the visa applications 
were all hurried through the of- 
fices of the Israell ambassador, 
and two weeks after the invita- 
tion was extended, the founder 
and present board chairman of 
the Anti-Zionist Council was on 
his way to visit Ben-Gurion and 
Israel for the first time. 

Rosenwald told The POST 
that his brother William Ros- 
enwald, UJA general chairman, 
while in Israel in early fall was 
asked by B-G if Lessing would 
visit Israel if invited. William 
Rosenwald told the Prime Min- 
ister that he didn't know but 
would check. Upon his return to 
the United States, William got 
the nod from brother Lessing 
that put the wheels in motion 
for the latter’s first trip to Is- 
rael,

UN HEADS HOLD UP REPORT, 
TO OFFSET IT BY BAD ONE

The Dec. 3 report is by Lieut.- 
Col. K. R. Nelson of the U. S., 
a member of the Headquarters 
Staff of the United Nations 
Emergency Force (UNEF) who 
visited the Gaza Strip from Nov.

“THE ISRAELI authorities 
have methodically established a 
program to stabilize life in the 
Gaza area,” the Nelson report 
declared. 

Col. Nelson declared ‘hat he 
was given complete freedom to 
travel anywhere he pleased, and 
that he did not inform the Is- 
rael authorities of his itinerary 
so that conditions or interviews 
could not be “staged.” He found 
no evidence of mass deportation 
of inhabitants, as Egyptian au- 
thorities have charged.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (NJP) 
—Prior to the meeting Thurs- 
day between Philip M. Klutz- 
nick and Secretary of State 
Dulles to discuss Egypt’s perse- 
cution of her Jews, the B'nai 
Brith released documented evi- 


dence, together with secretly 
obtained photographs, show- 
ing that former Nazi officials 


are administering the Egyptian 
terror program. 

The B.B. charged that Egypt’s 
anti-Jewish policy was legalized 
by Nasser’s government a year 


ago, “long before the Oct. 29 
outbreak of hostilities between 
Egypt and Israel in the Sinai 
desert.” 


Nasser’s claim that the events 
of Sinai and Suez forced this 
program to safeguard security 
appears to be a major false- 
hood, according to Klutznick, 
who is president of B’nai B’rith. 


The B’nai B’rith information 
showed that five concentration 
camps have been established, 


large enough to hold all of 
Egypt’s Jewry; a state security 
cadre with 70,000 men, inéluding 
over 6,000 Nazis with Arabized 
names, has been organized with 
a propaganda department and 
an “economic” department deal- 
ing in seized Jewish assets. 

The B.B, statement, which was 
delivered to the State Depart- 
ment, said more than 4,000 Jews 
are in prison.

Dulles stated openly that the 
Arabs don’t want to give up 
their prime political argument 


for resettling refugees and want 
to be able to continue to press 
Israel to absorb them. 

HE ADDED that a year ago 
his attempt to solve this prob- 
lem brought forth the fact that 
the Arab countries want to keep 
the problem alive. He said he 
was quite certain that Israel 
was not opposed to some absorp- 
tion of Arab refugees. 

Dulles admitted that the two 
most fundamental problems of 
the area, the Arab-Israel con- 
flict and the clearance of the 
Suez Canal, are not solved by the 
Eisenhower Doctrine. 

IN RESPONSE to a question 
from Sen. Alexander Smith (R.e 
N.J.), Dules stated that the 
UN created the State of Israel 
and it should handle this prob- 
lem of Arab-Israel difficulty. He 
added that the United States is 
taking the initiative at the UN 
and working toward some settle. 
ment. 

The Secretary of State ad- 
mitted that if an Arab coun 
try goes Communist and does 
not ask for assistance, under 
the Eisenhower doctrine we can 
do nothing. He insisted, how- 
ever, that the resolution would 
help “create *atmosphere” that 
would work against Soviet in- 
filtration and also _ indirectiy 
solve the fundamental problems 
of the Middle East disputes. 

ON THE POINT of the Arab 
reaction to the proposed Eisen- 
hower doctrine, Dulles said that 
although reports in the press 
show the Arab nations oppos- 
ing it, reports from his diplo- 
mats show the opposite reaction.

8th Grade Arab Boy Wins Prize For Hebrew 


TEL AVIV (NJP)—If Haim 
Nachim Bialik, Hebrew Pales- 
tine’s national poet, could have 
seen who received the 1956 Bia- 
lik prize, the shock might have 
sent him reeling. 

The 1956 prizewinner is a 14- 
year-old Arab boy, Ibrahim Ag- 


bahah, a pupil in the eighth 
grade of the Hassan Aaraffa Ar- 
abic State schoo] in Jaffa. 


IBRAHIM IS the first Arab 
boy to win such a Jewish prize 
since its establishment by the 
Tel Aviv education department. 

The Bialik prize means to Ib- 
rahim that he’ll be able to con- 
tinue studying at a Hebrew high 
school] and perhaps go on to 


the Hebrew University of Jeru- 
salem, which is his dream. 


HIGH SCHOOL education is 
expensive in Isracl, about 50 
pounds ‘a month ($22.50), in- 


cluding books and tuition. If 
this seems only a small amount, 
it must be remembered that the 
average monthly budget is based 
on 200 pounds. 

For Ibrahim, high school was 
even farther away. His father, 
a poor street sweeper, barely 
supports his family of 12, father, 
mother, and nine children, and a 
10th on the way. 


IBRAHIM’S background in 
Hebrew was, to a great extent, 
street talk. Because there are 
now very few Arabs in Jaffa,

Nazis Get Credit For Israel’s 2d Top Export

TEL AVIV—When the ninth in- 
ternational congress of diamond 
bourses was held at the Dan ho- 
tel here last fall, it revealed that 
13 of the 14 top world diamond 
dealers are Jewish, but it also 
threw the spotlight on Israel’s 
second-largest export. 

This export Israel owes direct- 
ly to the Nazis, 

WHEN Hitler’s hordes overran 
Belgium and Holland in 1940, 
they drove the Jewish diamond- 
cutters to all parts of the worhd. 
Many migrateq to Israel, and 
this age-old, largely Jewish in- 
dustry was thereby transplanted 
onto the soil of Palestine. 


Indicative of the place now 
held by Israel in the diamond 
trade is the fact that frequent 
American and Britsh demands 
that a congress be held in Lon- 
don or New York have met with 
firm refusals by the diamond 
kings of the world, 

OF ISRAEL’s $28 million in 
diamond exports a year, 99.1 
per cent go to the United States. 

Diamond-cutting came to Pal- 
estine during World War II, 
after the Nazis cut off the free 
world’s diamond supply, and 
many of the Jews who had been 
cutting the gems in Holland and 
Belgium fled to the Holy Land. 

THE BRITISH diamond syn- 
dicate (De Beers) which keeps 


98 per cent of all the world’s 
diamonds in a tight-fisted mo- 
nopoly, was only too glad then 
to let the Palestinian Jews have 
an unlimited supply of raw di- 
amonds. The syndicate’s diamond 
mines in South Africa brought 
up heaps of the glittering rocks, 
but without cutters, polishers, 
contacts and dealers, the dia- 
monds were just so many stenes. 
Also, Britain needeq the rocks 
to pay for her supplies from the 
United States and for precision 
tools in her munitions industry. 

More than 5,000 Jews were 
employed by the Palestine dia- 
mond industry during the war. 
When the war ended the indus- 
try stumped; however. Liberated

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Young Israel Head 
Backs Supermarket 
Selling Kosher Meat

NEW YORK—Moses H. Hoenig, president of Young Israel, 
has come out in favor of supermarkets selling kosher meat, if 
the sales are kept under strict rabbinical supervision. 

HOENIG SAID that he could not speak “officially” for Young 
Israel, but that he himself is firm in his conviction on supermarkets. 


“If supermarkets can make 
kosher meat available at lower 
prices to reach Jewish house- 
wives with budgetary problems, 
it’s a good idea toward the fur- 
therance of kashrut,” he said. 


CLEVELAND, an area where 
kosher meat prices were pushed 
down and have been kept there 
for more than three years now 
by a plan set in motion by YI, 
was pointed to by Bernard 
Twersky, YI public relations di- 
rector. 

He said a committee set up 
by YI studied the problem of 
high prices. As a result, a num- 


ber of butcher shops. were 
merged in large meat houses 
with the result that prices 


zoomed downward because vol- 
ume was high. 


HOENIG pointed out, also, 
that the Jewish housewife must 
be educated in meat buying. She 
should learn that nutrition is 
distributed equally in all parts 
of the animal, and that cheaper 
cuts are as vitamin-packed as 
expensive cuts, Buying these 
cheaper cuts, he said, would do 
much to lower kosher meat 
prices as the butcher would 
have more products available.

WASHINGTON, D.C, (NJP)—

How Hassidic Jew Escaped 
From Anti-Semites Is Told 


MUNICH (NJP)—Jewish refugees streaming from the “people’s inferno” in Hungary get a re- 
ception from Chaplain Oscar M. Lifshutz, at “Hotel Safe Haven” here, which they are not likely 


to forget. 


Nor is the chaplain, an old hand at hearing tales of woe, likely to forget the scenes enacted 


before him daily. 

One Hassidic Jew told how he 
had saved his flowing black 
beard and payes, and probably 
by so doing his. life. 


WHEN the Hassid left Buda- 
pest, with his young son and his 
wife holding a baby, he was 
afraid he would be discovered 
by anti-Semitic marauders. So 
he swathed his head in band- 
ages, to look like one of the 
battle wounded. As a result he 
not only was not molested, but 
was assisted by some of the 
people who might otherwise 
have assaulted him. 


A MOST pitiful case was a 
man who had lost his wife while 
attempting to reach the border. 
The police had chased them, and 
his wife had become separated 
from the group. He didn’t know 
what happened to her, and he 
couldn’t go back to find out. 

After arriving in Munich, he 
stared at the long lists of refu- 
gees posted on the wall—and 
hoped. 

One group, according to the 
rabbi, told how a grenade had 
een tossed through the window 
of their provincial synagogue, 
and how fire had ruined the 
building. They told, also, how 
the local Hebrew school was 
pillaged by vandals, and that 
yeshiva students had fled in ter- 
ror and slept in haylofts of 
friendly farmers. 


TO HELP the refugees, Chap- 
lain Lifshutz set up a religious 
program, to continue as long as 
the abused humanity -came. 

Using requisitioned and pur- 
chased supplies, he set up a 
kosher menu conforming with 
Orthodox dietary requirements. 

“And keep it kosher! These 
are the rabbi’s orders,” yelled 
the mess sergeant, who not only 
agreed to co-operate, but seemed 
ready even to advise the chap- 
lain. 


OTHEK CATERING to needs 
ran from the appointment of a 
mashgiah, religious supervisor, 
to be on duty constantly, pro- 
vision of a special room for re- 
ligious activities, and supplying 
religious necessities for those 
whose own had been lost or 
stolen en route. 

Still another way in which 
Chaplain Lifshutz and his staff 
serve is by example. When 
Vice-President Richard M. Nixon 
visited Luitpold Kaserne, the 
old German army camp in which 
“Hotel Safe Haven” is located, 
the chap!ain did not meet him, 
because it was Sabbath. 

In general, from the first 
“sholom,” which made_ the 
faces of the terror-stricken light 
up as if they had found a mem- 
ber of the family, supplies of 
almost every category were 
needed. 


WITH YIDDISH as a bridge, 
the rabbi and his wife distrib- 
uted to#et articles for women, 
diapers for babies, shirts for 
men who had not washed what 
they had on for weeks. 

When bananas were brought 
and distributed, one girl, 11 years

old, didn’t know how to eat it. 
She had never seen a banana 
before. 

OTHERS in the group asked 
what religious ‘blessing one 
makes for a banana. They did 
not remember; it was so long 
since they had seen one. 

Add to ail this -American 


soldiers carrying suitcases, -+hold- 
ing children, and making beds 
with freshly laundered sheets, 
and it is small wonder that the 
refugees consider the barracks 
of “Hotel Safe Haven” the most 
wonderful hotel in the world. 
As they say, it’s “one foot in 
America.”

Prying Reporter 
There Are 85,000 





WHEN DAVID Lieberson, of 
the Forward, saw in a news item 
that the Social Security admin- 
istration announced the number 
of Smiths (1,200,000) and the 
number of Johnsons (914,000) 
in their files, he wrote Baltimore 
and asked them whether they 
would tell him how many Co- 
hens, Levys, Kaplans and Sha- 
piros were registered. 

The federal agency complied, 
disclosing that there were of 
Cohens 66,000, 24,000 Levys, 20,- 
000 Kaplans and 18,000 Shapiros. 

THEN LIEBERSON did some 
calculating, He learned that the 
Social Security roster included 
117,500,000 names, The United 
States population is now. 169 
million. That would make about 
85,000 Cohens for the nation. 

It has been determined, says 
he, by various tests that the Co- 
hens comprise 1% per cent of 
American Jews.

Israel] Project to Honor 
Jews Who Died for Democracy 

A project for recording the 
names of Jews the world over 
who have died in battles for 
democracy is described by Flijah 
Gilner in the Day-Journal. The 
project calls for a “living me- 
moria?” in the form of a com- 
munity building, eomplete with 
meeting places, nearby swim- 
ming pool, restaurant, etc. 

The project would be located 
near an Israeli colony close to 
Nathanya, called Avichayil (lit- 
erally, “my father is a warrior), 
The settlers are largely the 
veterans of the Jewish Legion 
of World War I, precursor of 
the Haganah and World War 
II’s Jewish Brigade. 

IN THE building will be a 
book called “The Book of Jew- 
ish Courage” in which the names 
of Jews who have given their 
lives in the military service of 
all nations will be inscribed. Gil- 
ner writes that those desiring 
to have names of dear ones in- 
scribed will be given certificates 
attesting to the inclusion of the 
names in the “Courage” book. 

The Jewish National Fund has 
already earmarked 100 dunams 
for the structure and trees were 
planted on the grounds in a cer- 
emony attended by President 
Ben Zvi, Finance Minister Levi 
Eshkol, Dov Joseph and Jerusa- 
lem Mayor Gershon Agron—all 
of whom are alumni of the Jew- 
ish Legion of the first world 
war.

14-Year-Old Israeli Pianist, 
Dan Barenboim, Begins Tour; 
Technically, He Is Excellent

Daniel Barenboim, 14, is a

raeli pianist who, by the time this notice appears, will probably 
have begun his concert tour under the auspices of Sol Hurok. Mr. 
Hurok unveiled his prodigy on Jan. 7 in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
New York, at the annual dinner concert of the American Fund for 


Israel Institutions, ang to no 
one’s surprise we were present, 
listening. 
(The Fund, incidentally, has

America - Is- 
rael Cultural 
Foundas- 
tion, and an 
entirely new 
program, all 
of it foretold 
in an _ article 
herelast 
year.) 

The young- 
ster played Mendelssohn’s light, 
swift Concerto No. 1, accompa- 
nied by members of the New 
York Philharmonic - Symphony 
orchestra, led by Dmitri Mitro- 
poulos. He did so soberly and 
appreciatively, with strong fin- 
gers and an accurate beat. 

His success in this country 
would seem assured on the bas- 
is of his seriousness and diffi- 
dence alone. He played with the 
calm concentration a child might 
use to work out an arithmetic 
problem, and his reception left 
no doubt how the well-fed as- 
semblage regarded his perform- 
ance. 

It is always astonishing to 
hear or see such technical feats 
accomplished by one so young. 
But prodigies make us uncom- 
fortable, for neither are they 
here, nor are they there.

THIS LAD, for instance, is at 
a point in his development 
where it is hardly possible for 
him to understand the inner 
voice of a piece of music.

A number of men, 
preferably a minyan (10 men), 
stand around them and pray to 
protect the infant from the harm 
that is especially potent just 
before the ceremonial . . .” 

I had dismissed that custom, 
in reading the book, as one of 
the many superstitious practices 
that were observed by Jews as 
well as other people in earlier, 
less scientific days, and that had 
been discarded (I’ve never heard 
of it in connection. with a bris) 
by later generations as holding 
little meaning for them. 

You can-find many similar 
practices in the “Life Is With 
People,” such as fooling the An- 
gel of Death when a child is 
very ill, by changing his name 
so that when the Angel comes 
looking for the little one, the 
youngster in bed will be some- 
one with another name. Or keep- 
ing it a secret when a birth is 
an easy one, “because if it were 
told the baby might get an evil 
eye,” or hanging curtains around 
the mother’s bed during the first 
week after birth with printed 
Psalms pinned on them “in or- 
der to keep the infant from 
harm,” or not praising a baby 
or boasting about him too much 
because it is an “invitation to 
the evil eye”; the list is a long

CARAWAY COOKIES 

2 -eggs, -beaten 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup heavy cream 

1% cups caraway seeds 

3 cups all-purpose flour 

3 tsps. baking powder 

1 tsp. salt 

Beat the eggs until light and 
frothy. Blend in the sugar, add 
the cream and blend well. Sift 
the flour, salt and baking pow- 
der together, add the caraway 
seeds and stir into the mixture. 
Chill the dough two hours or 
until firm enough to roll. Roll 
on a lightly floured board or 
pastry cloth. Cut into desired 
shapes. Brush the top of each 
cookie with honey, diluted egg 
yolk or a little cream. Bake on 
a greased cookie sheet 10 to 15 
minutes at 350 degrees.

Worse Than ‘Baby Doll’ 
ST. PAUL, Minn. (NJP) 
—“The film ‘Ten Command- 
ments’ contains more sex 
attraction, more vulgarism, 
more superficiality, more 
crass commercialism than 
does ‘Baby Doll’,” Rabbi 
Bernard Raskas of St. Paul’s 
Temple of Aaron stated in 
a sermon Friday.

HOW ISRAEL MET THREAT 
OF TUBERCULOSIS TOLD 


BUFFALO (NJP)—The new 


immigrants to Israel after 1948 


brought with them 30,000 cases of malaria, 10,000 cases of tuber- 
culosis and thousands of other diseases, many never known be- 


fore in Israel. 


But the medical profession coped with this threat to the health 


of the nation so _ successfully 
that today Israel has the lowest 
tuberculosis rate in the world, 
except for one nation — Den- 
mark. And malaria has almost 
been eradicated. 

THIS WAS told by Dr. Simon 
Btesh to the annual convention 
of Phi Lambda Kappa, national 
Jewish medical fraternity. Dr. 
Btesh is director general of the 
Israe] Health Ministry. 

Israel, Dr. Btesh noted, has 
one doctor for 440 persons, but 
still needs more physicians. The 





nation also needs more _ hospi- 
tals, he added, though in that 
respect it has almost reached 
sufficient’ facilities.

GOLF CLUB

LONDON (WNS)—By a vote 
of 46 to 11,

The Glasgow club, in exist- 
ence for about four years, pre- 
viously played their tourna- 
ments on the municipal course 
at Troon, about 30 miles from 
Glasgow.

NEW YORK — A tiny group of New York Jews whe 
originated in the Central Asian province of Bokhara has 
bought two ambulances for the Israel Red Cross. 

Jack Issahar-Zadeh, of 29 Broadway, president of the 
Bokharian community in New York, said that his group 
consists of only 10 families. He estimated that there are only 
about 30 families of Bokharian Jews in the whole of the 
United States. 

Their action in sending ambulances to the Israel Red 
Cross, Mogen David Adom, is in line with their program of 
helping fellow-Bokharians who live mainly in Jerusalem. 
“We've been helping them every year,” Zadeh said, “and this 
year we decided to help Israel’s national first-aid service.”

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THE GRAVE "IMPLICATIONS 


The outcry in the Jewish world over Egypt's treat- 
ment of her Jews goes beyond the concern over the fate 


of the 40,000 Jews whom Egypt is stripping of their be- | 


longings and thrusting out into the world. 

For what has been done to the Egyptian Jews can be 
done to the Jews of any country, even of the United States, 
if there is not the clear understanding that Jews and state- 
less residents of a nation are entitled to the same privileges 
of any loyal citizens. 

The fact that Egypt and Israel were at war could not 
be allowed to becloud the picture. 

If Israel, at the time of the Sinai campaign, or in re- 
taliation for what Egypt is doing to her Jews, treated the 
Israeli Arabs in a similar manner, then the world would 
understand the wrong involved. 

But for Jews there is a graver question. 

With the establishment of Israel, new ground rules 
became necessary. Would Israel speak for the Jews of the 
world, or would the Jews of the diaspora speak for them? 

For a while after 1948 there was some confusion, but 
with time, a clear line of demarcation appeared, and it be- 
came obvious that Israel could not speak for the Jews of 
the world. Israel could express in as strong a manner as 
possible, her outrage against mistreatment of Jews any- 
where. But especially in cases where Israel might be at 
odds with the offending nation as with Egypt, or even 
Morocco, it had to be the Jews of the world who would 
rise up in protest. 

Consequently when the Scripps-Howard press ‘mis- 
takenly blames the Sinai campaign for Egypt’s treatment 
of her Jews, without proving in any sense that these Jews 
had been disloyal, then these papers are guilty not only 
of faulty reasoning, but of laying the groundwork for what 
is much more mischievous — for any nation to abuse her 
minorities. 

We’re sure the Scripps-Howard papers, whether they 
are unfriendly to Israel or not, would not want to be party 
to achieving this kind of havoc. No, Egypt must be made 
to bear the blame for’ what she is doing to her Jews, and 
anyone who condones even partially what Egypt is doing 
is closing their eyes to an international evil which can 
have the worst kind of consequences for minorities wher- 
ever they are. 


OPPOSITION NOT ENOUGH 


The leadership of the new Independent Zionist Group 
has definitely decided to launch the organization, and a 
March date is being chosen for the opening convention. 

The group which is behind the new body has long 
fought with the leadership of the Zionist Organization of 
America over a number of questions, but most of these 
difficulties have stemmed from the tie between the ZOA 
here and the General Zionist party in Israel. 

The support the ZOA has been abie to give the Gen- 
eral Zionist Party of Israel has been considerable, and for 
a while, until the rise of the Herut as the second leading 
political party in Israel, it seemed as if the General Zion- 
ist Party in Israel had a good chance of winning a plurality 
if not a majority and thus taking over the reins of the gov- 
ernment. 

This tie is only the surface difference between the 
ZOA and the Independent Zionist Group. Underlying it 
all has been the attitude of the two groups toward the 
Histadrut, which, of course, controls the reigning Mapai 

arty. 

The ZOA supports the General Zionist Party in its 
strong opposition to the Mapai. The Independent Zionist 
Group sees in the Histadrut an agency which has made 
important contributions to the Jewish state, and takes the 
liberal view that many achievements of the Histadrut 
should be supported, regardless of the political cost. 

But whatever the differences between the two groups, 
these are not as important as their programs on the Ameri- 
can scene. If the Independent Zionists are to be a counter- 
part of the ZOA as far as their United States programs 
are concerned, they will have only a slim chance of de- 
veloping a powerful following. 

In other words, opposition to the political views of 
the ZOA are not enough. It will take a vibrant new pro- 
gram which might electrify the United States Jewish com- 
munity into action in behalf of Israel, to enlist thousands 
of members. 

The question then is whether the leadership of the 
Independent Zionist Group has the necessary imagination 
and vision to construct such a program and then the skill 
to bring it forcefully to the attention of the United States 
Jewish community. 


TALKING DURING SERVICES 


In The Pilot, the official organ of the Catholic Diocese 
of Boston, a question-and-answer column takes up this 
week an evil common also to the synagogue. 

“Is it a sin,” the question reads, “to talk in church?” 

The answer of Monsignor Thomas J. Riley is as follows: 

To talk in church without sufficient reason is a sin of 
irreverence towards the Blessed Sacrament which may re- 
pose in the tabernacle and towards the dignity of the sacred 

edifice which has been set aside for divine worship. As a 

general rule such sins are not serious and in some instances 
exchanges of conversation in church may be justified by 
the demands of charity. Love for the beauty of God’s 
house should, however, prompt us to maintain an attitude 
of prayerful recollection from the moment we enter its doors. 

We can make the deduction that it is not only in the 
synagogue alone that the custom of developing one’s per- 
sonality by continuous talking is so prevalent. Yet from 


the tone of the question and an ct that the 
evil has hardly been developed cad fis church to 
the extent to which it_now flourishes in the synagogue. _ 
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The invitation by the Israel government 
to Lessing Rosenwald, former president and 
founder of the American Council for Judaism, 
is a bold move whose eventual results can in 
not way be known. 

Mr. Rosenwald’s organization has become 
as James G. McDonald ‘put it, “the most suc- 
cessful anti-Semitic organization in the world.” 

The risk in inviting Mr. Rosenwald to 
visit Israel is obvious. If he doesn’t permit 
himself to view the new state with an un- 
biased- outlook, he may return to pour addi- 
tional oil on the fires of anti-Israel propa- 
ganda. There is always the story of a few 
Zionists, with preconceived notions of what 
Israel should be like, who have returned em- 
bittered. 

By the same token, Rabbi Elmer Berger 
visited Israel—at no one’s invitation—and re- 
turned to continue his vicious attacks on al- 


‘most everything connected with Israel. 


BUT THERE was a difference. Rabbi 
Berger was left severely alone. No officials 
escorted him or sought to aid him im his 
trips about Israel. He was given the “silent 
treatment.” 

This may have been a mistake, although 
we can easily understand how the Israelis, 
with their pride and dignity could refuse to 
have any dealings with Rabbi Berger. 

Yet the same logic and circumstances 
would have militated against an invitation to 
Rosenwald. 

Those who know Mr. Rosenwald person- 
ally could never understand how this mild- 
mannered person could have done so much 
harm to the Israeli cause. Fortunately, if 
anything, his attacks on Israel, served to 
unite the remainder of the United States Jew- 
ish community. 

THERE IS ONE long-shot hope and that 
is that because he’s never had the thrill of 
seeing Israel, Rosenwald will be carried 


away, and come to see that although there is 
much in Israel that warrants ‘criticism, this 
criticism must come from an understanding 
of the many remarkable accomplishments 
that the Israelis have achieved. 

We have long held the view that the at- 
traction the Israelis have for galut Jews is 
the secret envy of the nobility of these people 
who have ‘sacrificed material gain to win free- 
dom for their personalities. This is not a 
Jewish question at all, as you can see. 

Mr. Rosenwald is a man of high culture, 
and Israel is a very cultured country. If he 
will only allow himself the luxury once again 
of believing in other people—as he did when 
he was head of the Philadelphia Jewish char- 
ities—we can see him coming from Israel 
a different person. 

FOR A WHILE in Reform, and pre- 
sumably in Conservatism also, it used to be 
common knowledge that various rabbis made 
it impossible for new congregations to be 
developed in their communities. _Thus there 
were many large American cities where there 
was only the one over-large Reform congre- 
gation. 

A combination of circumstances changed 
this situation, and today we have such in- 
stances as that in Toronto where not only 
did Rabbi Abe Feinberg and his Holy Blos- 
som Temple give its blessing to a new Reform 
congregation, but actually supplied the con- 
gregation with a loan of $25,000 with which 
to get underway. The loan was made with- 
out interest and without any exact terms of 
repayment except -the vague phrase “within 
10 years after completion of the synagogue 
building.” 

The new Reform Temple in Toronto is 
Sinai, and the fine collaboration between 
Rabbi Jordon Pearlson and Rabbi Feinberg 
has extended to the two boards of the con- 
gregations and various members. 
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The Bible is a book of many beginnings. 

There is the birthday of the world in 
Sedra Bereshit. There is the dawn of true 
faith in the One God in Sedra Leh Leha. In 
Sedra Bo of Exodus the Jewish people is born 
in freedom. In this week’s sedra we witness 
the revelation of the code 
that has become the con- 
science of the Western world. 

Never has so much pro- 
foundly necessary wisdom 
been impacted in so short a 
space. 

In the first command- 
ment, the Lord furnishes 
His references. 
se He is no more the enig- 
Weinstein matic “I Am that I Am,” 
but the Lord who brought us out of the house 
of bondage. The seal and signature of the 
God of Israel is forever to be freedom. Only 
a free people is worthy of a god who is also 
free. 

The second commandment prohibits 
graven images, which have always been 
limitations not only of dimensions of the 
godhead but even more of the imagination 
of man. The graven image crabs, confines, 
delimits; makes partial that which is whole; 
Shrinks the stature of deity to the propor- 
tions of temporal and accidental form. 

THE THIRD commands man to button 
his lips that he may not take the name of 
God in vain and, where it has been observed, 
has planted an island of reverence in the 
river of speech and has protected language— 
the holy medium of communication — from 
the assaults of the loose mouth, 

The fourth establishes the seventh day 
as the Sabbath—the day of rest and recreation 
for man and beast. In terms of pure social 
statistics, it is probably the greatest single 
piece of humane legislation of the ancient 
world. Long before social ethics and group 
morality was ready for it, Judaism had won 
for mankind this incalculable benefit—a day 
of freedom from toil. 

On another level, the Sabbath permitted 
man to damn the secular turbulence of exist- 
ence into a shaded pool, where time might 
be purified of its dross and become the heart 
beat of infinity again. 

The fifth commands the honoring of par- 
ents and promises the reward of length of 
days upon the earth. It is, of course, obvious 
that honor cannot be commanded if we are 
concerned with true reverence and not hon- 
orific gestures. It must be earned. 

WITH THIS proviso, the need for chil- 





dren to respect parents is almost too obvious 
to deserve comment, were it not for the fact 
that this quality is in short supply and that 
the whole problem of juvenile delinquency 
might be put in manageable perspective by 
a return to this commandment. 

The sixth of the golden words which 
Moses inscribed on the tablets of stone com- 
mands us not to murder. 

The Catholic and the Protestant Bible 
translate the Hebrew Tircacha to mean “kill.” 
There is a sizeable difference in these trans- 
lations. Conscientious objectors among us, 
knowing only the Christian versions, have 
thought to find comfort and sanction for their 
refusal to bear arms. The Jewish version— 
Thou shalt not murder—is more consistent 
with later directives permitting capital punish- 
ment, the slaughter of animals, and the right 
to bear arms in the defense of country. 

(The soldiers of ancient Israel had to pay 
an atonement shekel before they went into 
battle. Killing, though not prohibited, was, 
it is apparent, a necessary evil.) 

THE COMMANDS against adultery and 
stealing are still much too often observed in 
the breach. While reorganizations of social 
patterns, property relations and legal pro- 
cedures will help immeasurably, the fate of 
these directives will depend even more on the 
inner consent of the individual conscience. 

The directives against false witness and 
tale-bearing are seen in sharper focus in an 
age of Communist trials and McCarthy testi- 
flers. The annihilation of a man’s good name, 
our sages taught us, was a form of murder. 

The command not to covet warns against 
one of the most prevalent and devastating 
sins of man—the sin which has done more 
to rob us of our serenity than all the gyra- 
tions of the market and all the wars of na- 
tions. The psychological genius of Moses 
was never more apparent than in the phras- 
ing of the 10th Commandment. And no com- 
mandment is less dependent on _ external 
forces. Here man can achieve his own vic-

Edward Grusd, in a letter in 
your Jan, 4 issue, declares that 
I said to be a Jew one must 
keep the 613 commandments 
without exception, He _ then 
closes with the question: How 
many of the commandments do 
I personally observe? 


I have come to the conclusion 
that Mr. Grusq has asked this 
to show that since I don’t even 
keep all of the 613 command- 
ments then where do I get the 
right to ask for their observ- 
ance, 

If this was Mr. Grusd’s inten- 
tion, then he is able to pat him- 
self on the back and say that 
he’s “got me.” For I do not 
keep all of the 613 command- 
ments, for among them are laws 
which apply only to the Cohen, 
Levi, judges, women, and only 
when the Temple exists. As I 
do not come under the above- 
mentioned categories and the 
Temple is not in existence, I am 
not able to fulfill all of the 613 
commandments. 

This, however, does not weak- 
en my argument. For the Tal- 
mud tells us that if a person 
keeps all of the commandments 
which are applicable to him, and 
ergages in the study of those 


commandments which are not 
applicable to him, it is considered 
as he would have kept all of 
the 613 commandments. 

The Talmud says in Menahot, 
fol. 110, “What is it that is writ- 
ten, “This is the law of the sin- 


offering’ (Lev. 6:18), ‘This is 
the law of the guilt-offering’ 
(ibid 7:1) (It is that) he who 


occupies himself with the laws 
of the sin-offering and guilt-of- 
fering is considered just like he 
had sacrificed a sin-offering and 
guilt-offering.” 

The commandments, however, 
which are applicable to us, we 
must not only study them, but 
fulfill them also as we are 
taught in the end of’ the first 
chapter of Pirkei Avot, “The 
main thing is not the learning 
but the doing.” 

When I stated that a Jew must 
keep the 613 commandments, I 
assumed that everyone under- 
stood what I meant, 

But Mr. Grusd may argue 
that his question still stands. 
Only now it woulq be worded: 
How many of the 613 command- 
ments which are applicable to 
me (being neither a Cohen nor 
Levi) do I personally observe? 

To answer Mr. Grusd, I would

Mizrachi Groups 
Merge, 2 Resign 


ATLANTIC CITY (NJP) — After a separation of 25 years, 
the Mizrachi (Religious Zionists) and Hapoel Hamizrachi (Re- 
ligious Labor-Zionists) have once more become one organization, 
sporting the new name of American Religious Zionist organi- 
zation, 

The first 
merged organization at the 
Breakers hotel here elected 
Rabbi Isaac Stollman (formerly 
Mizrachi) of Detroit as_presi- 
dent, with Samson Krupnick 
(formerly Hapoel Hamizrachi) 
of Chicago as chairman of the 
board. 

Fireworks preceded the con- 
vention by a few days when at 
a special conference, held in 
New York to ratify the merger 
agreement, President Rabbi Zev 
Segal, of Newark, and Secretary 
Rabbi Louis Bernstein, of New 
York, resigned from their posts 
and from the Hapoel Hamizra- 
chi of America.

Control of the new group will 
be divided on the executive board 
of 100 members. Mizrachi will 
have 40 members; Hapoel Ham- 
izrachi 40 members, and the last 
20 will be agreed upon by both 
organizations, These 20 will not 
be named for several weeks, but 
the group will include men like 
Moses Honig, president of the 
Young Israel, who belongs to 
neither the Hapoel Hamizrachi 
nor Mizrachi, and Rabbi Eman- 
uel Rackman, president of the 
New York Board of Rabbis, who 
belongs to both groups. 

Basic disagreement causing the 
delay of the merger in the Unit- 
ed States, although the two 
groups merged in Israel some 
time ago, stems from the fact 
that whereas in Israel the Ha- 
poe] Hamizrachi has all but en- 
veloped the fading Mizrachi 
movement, the Hapoel Hamiz- 
rachi in this country is consid- 
ered the smaller of the groups. 
The merger, it was feared, would 
mean loss of identity of the Ha- 
poel Hamizrachi within the larg- 
er group.
